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DETAILED ACTION 

(1) 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 22-34 have been found to be allowable over the prior art of record. 

(2) 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Connection members and methods for their use which are suitable for the serial 
connection of carrier tapes and film strips, such as taught by U.S. Patent Nos. 6,428,888 to Kato; 
5,643,401 to Schulze-Kahlayss et aL; 4,247,582 to Hanke; 4,146,661 to Grandel et aL; 4,041,201 
to Wurker; 3,733,240 to Hanke; 3,475,263 to Kapilow et aL; and 2,969,106 to Reibel et aL, are 
known in the art. Schulze-Kahlayss et aL, for example, disclose one such connecting member 
and method for its use wherein the connecting member comprises: A base film; a reference band 
(having a series of knobs) substantially fixed on the base film; a bonding tape adhering on the 
base film 10; and wherein a straight reference line is provided adjacent the reference band close 
to the bonding tape. None of the prior art of record, however, specifically teaches or suggest a 
method for serially connecting two carrier tapes with a connecting member, as per applicant 
claims 22, 23, 24 and 26, wherein the connecting member utilizes a straight reference face 
provided on a longitudinal side of a belt- like reference band arranged closely to, i.e., confronting, 
the bonding tape.
